This public commendation from the 
president of the United States, who 
w as the author of a book that seemed 
the very antithesis of 
“ The Simple 
Life,” aroused public curiosity, and in 
a very short time there was a large 
demand for the volume. 
Charles W agner is a popular evan­ 
gelical in Parla, and it seems the height 
of incongruity that such a work should 
come from such a source. 
As Grace 
K in g says in her biographical sketch; 
‘‘From the great metropolis and sov­ 
ereign see of modern civilization, from 
the 
world’s 
heart of sophistication, 
from I’uris, the complex city, comes 
this volume of little essays upon the 
simple life. 
A limpid, bubbling spring, 
fresh nnd cool from its forest source, 
running down one of tlie boulevards 
would hardly appear more miraculous 
to the eye or more refreshing to the 
sense.” 
W agner is a noted man in Paris, the 
kind of man whom people stare after 
in the streets. 
Among the dapper and 
undergrown Parisians lie bulks.large, 
with 
ids 
great 
height 
and 
massive 
chest and shoulders. 
There are vari­ 
ous leg«iids, constituting a sort of lit­ 
tle 
mythology, 
about 
Ids 
enormous 
physical strength and the feats sup­ 
posed to have been achieved by him in 
his peasant days. 
For the rest he Is 
described as a man of singular sweet­ 
ness and straightforwardness of char­ 
acter, with a strong personal charm. 
He has a wide following, personal as 
well as ethical. 
The early career of this noteworthy 
man is interesting. He is the son of a 
Lutheran minister of Alsace, born at 
Wibersville, in the Vosges, on Sunday 
morning, Jan. 3, I8fi2, while ids father 
was preaching In the village church. 
He was only seven years old when his 
father died, and yet lie was the eldest 
of five children. The fam ily moved to 
I’halsbourg, and there Charles labored 
in the fields and studied for the min­ 
istry. 
He was sent to Paris at four­ 
teen nnd took a degree at the Sorbonne 
in 1 8R9. He w as a student of theology 
at the University of Strassburg during 
the Franco Prussian war, and there lie 
underwent a sort of spiritual revolu 
tion, losing his religious faith, lie read 
Spinoza and found in that philosopher 
something to compensate for w h at lie 
had lost, but two simple incidents led 
to the restoration of his religious life. 
One was the first sight of the Alps. 
The mountains seemed to him God’s 
witnesses. The other event wan some­ 
thing that lias happened to nearly ev­ 
erybody -simply the sight of his moth­ 
er on returning home after a long ab­ 
sence. She w as there, loyal to her du­ 
ty. doing her daily work with tranquil 
energy, never wearied and never dis­ 
couraged, and the very thought of her 
brought quietude, content, faith. 
ITe went from Strassburg to Got­ 
tingen in 1 87.". and from there lie re- 
turued to Alsace and became assistant 
pastor at the foot of Ste. Odille tnome 
tain.

After President Roosevelt spoke in 
complimentary terms of "The Simple 
L ife" such interest In tlie bonk and its 
author developed in A n u in n that Uev, 
Mr. Wagner cam e across tlu> Atlantic 
to lecture. Une of the first men he call- 
ed U pon was President Roosevelt, and 
concerning the \ isit lie wrote the fol 
lowing for Success magsxiue. 
"I was particularly struck with the 
simplicity of the home life of tin* presi­ 
dent. 
To one accustomed to viewing 
the pomp and ceremony 
which Nur 
round 
the 
rulers 
of 
Europe 
there 
seems to be something notable in the 
entire lack of ostentation in the Roose­ 
velt family. 
I was surprised at Mr. 
Roosevelt's habit of inviting to his pri­ 
vate dining table those .vho are doing 
good work In the world quite regard 
less of w hat their powe 
or social po- 
sitlou may lie. lie looks to the man him 
self rather than to ids appurtenances, 
and this is a brushing aw ay of the 
superfluities which Is rare in men <»f 
his position. In Washington I saw bis 
boys starting to a pubPe school, and 
one of them did not e en bother to 
wear a hat. 
This, of course, w as a 
small matter, but It imp’ eased me. In 
Europe the children of a ruler with not 
one-tenlli of the power 
>f Mr. Rouse 
velt do not go to school at all, much 
less to a public school. They have a 
corps of private tutors and rarely ven­ 
ture into the streets e*. opt in elabo­ 
rate equipages. 
"The observance of complete slm 
pliclty in Ids personal nr. 1 family life 
by the president of the United State«, 
one of the moat power* u) rulers on 
earth, has a wholesome influence not 
only upon America, but dso upon the 
world at lhrge.” 
When he landed in New 
York uot 
long ago Rev. Mr. Wagner said: 
"I love the American people. 
1 want 
ed to sec them i 1 their own country 
nnd to know them personally. 
To ob­ 
tain that end I learned their language, 
and here 1 am.” 
li e referred to the kind of English 
he w as about to speak, »ay ing he had 
studied the English language only a 
short while ago to tell 
he American j 
people of simplicity, .an \ . ‘ hat if auv 
“ accidents” occurred It would not b e ' 
by premeditation. 
"I know that you are saying in your 
hearts that it is not possible to live the 
simple life in this great city of rush 
ing thought a::! «no- v. this city of 
tremendous a .tiv lt’e« and skyscrapers.” 
he said, "but 1 ; !l you that it Is " 
“ It is possible t > live the simple life 
on the twenty-fou t!i floor of a New 
York skyscraper in the midst of all the 
uoise and confusion. 
The simple life 
is not a tiling of the first floor or the 
fortieth, not of the shoes or tin» waist 
coat, but of the heart, 
“Once in Paris, that great city of 
dust nnd busy human life, I heard a 
lark singing in 11 garden. 
He w as a 
prisoner, it Is true. 
But when I heard 
him lifting up his voice to the blue sky 
and I remembered the freedom of the 
hills and the fi«*l(ls that had been mine 
as a boy, the walls and houses of the 
great city seemed to fade away, to 
stretch out and expand. 
"I speak to you here in the center of 
one of the most tremendous cities lu 
the world. 
I sing my song of simplici­ 
ty like a lark In a cage but it Is a good 
place to sing it. 
The more I study 
your national character here lit Am er­ 
ica, tin* more i look Into the founda­ 
tions of your government, the more I 
see of your stupendous energy, 
the 
more I realize that ut the bottom of it 
all is the simplicity of your national 
character. 
"1 visited the White House at W ash­ 
ington. 
I found there nothing of the 
grandeur of the homes of kings and 
kaisers, but the pure simplicity of a 
great people expressed In the home of 
a chief executive. 
I was a guest of 
your president. 
I pressed his hand, 
and I had many long talks with him 
upon the gr«*nt questions of the day. 
And again I felt that a splendid situ 
l4Tlty was at the root of your national 
character. 
Stay true to your tradi­ 
tions; lie true to your convictions. The 
human race demands it of you." 
Dr. 
Wagner told how lie came to 
write "The Simple Life." He was call­ 
ed upon while a pastor in Paris to 
marry n workman and Ids sweetheart. 
One of the nix 
witnesses 
was 
the 
daughter of a great politician. 
"I talked to them upon the beauty of 
living simply,” he said. 
“ A few days 
afterw ard the young lady came to me 
to ask me to perform her marriage, 
and she asked me to give Just ti e same 
talk that I had to the workman. There j 
were to be 2,000 people present, inchid- 1 
ing the greatest diplomats, the greatest 
politicians and tlie leaders In the in­ 
tellectual and social life of Paris. 
"I consented nnd talked to them sim­ 
ply 
and straightforwardly upon 
the 
simple 
life. 
There was a 
publisher 
present, as there alw ays is, and tlie 
I next day lie asked me to write ‘The 
j Simple Life.’ 
I did. and It Ins gone 
throur.h the world everywhere. As for 
me, I intend to remain a boy. with a 
j boy’s heart, till 1 am an old. old man.”
